Note 1.—When tlie s^inie vehicle has to cioss the bridge more tlian once in a day, the user shall have tlie option 
to pay one and half times tlie above rates while crossing tlie bridge in tlie first trip itself or if the vehicle has to use the 
bridge continuously mid quite frequently for entire uiontli or e^'ell beyond tliat for much longer period, the vehicle owner 
can have a montlily pass on tlie payment of charges equal to 30 single rates applicable to it as specified in tlie above 
schedule.

(vi) Lieuteiiant Govemors of Uiiion Territories, 

(vii) Speakers or Chaimien of Central and State Legislature, 

(viii) Executive Councillors, 

(ix) Foreign dignitaries on State Visit to India, and 
(x) Foreign Diplomats stationed in India using cars witli CD symbols
